ty Orders conceiued by the Lords of his Maieſties

the reſtraint of killing, and eating of Fleſh this next Lent,and to be executed afwell by the Lord 
Maior within the Citie and Suburbs of London, and by the Officers of the Liberties and exempt 
places in and about the ſame, as by order to be preſcribed by the Lords Lieutenants of all the 
Counties of the Realme, to the Iuſticet of Peace, Lords of Liberties, and Officers of Corporate 


Townes.

I He Kings moſt Ercellent Mateſtie vnderſtanding of the great diſozders 
>1\|| heretofoze , and eſpecially the laſt Lent, committed in killing and eating 
Ae Fleſh in the time of Lent,chiefly in the Citie of London, and the Liberties 

> =Q@2/1| thereto adioyning,ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth, That theſe Oꝛ⸗ 
ders following be obſerued and put in execution. 


| Firſt, there ſhall bee onely eight Butchers litented by the Loꝛd Maioz 

within the Citie of London, vi. foure in Eaſtcheape, and foure in S. Nt- 
1! cholas Shambles, who ſhall be of the poozer ſozt, and ſhall not pay any 
thing foꝛ their Licences,noz ioyne with them any partners. 


That euery ofthe ſaid Butchers ſo to bee licenced within the Citie, and 
Liberties thereok, doe vtter and ſell in their open Shops, in ſuch ſozt as in 
open time they are accuſtomed to doe, and at ſuch Rates and pꝛites as ſhall beſet downe by Oꝛder of 
the Loꝛd Maio? of London foꝛ that City, and the Liberties thereof: and beſides enery Butcher ſhall 
keepe aperfect Booke what quantity of Fleſh they kill euery day, and of what kindes, and to what 
perſons they ſell and vtterthe lame, and the ſaidBatchers to certifie the Lozd Maioꝛ, tothe end the 
TLoꝛds of his Mateſties pꝛiuy Counſell may bee infoꝛmed by him, how the Lawes and Statutes in 
this behalfe pꝛouided, are oblerued within the ſaid Citie and Liberties thereof. 


That there be licenced to kill and vtter Fleſh in the Suburbes of the ſaid Citie, as in the Counties 
of Middleſer and Surrey neere bnto London,onely tenne Butchers, and theſe to bee licenced by the 
Juſtices within the ſenerall Limits,whereoftwo to be of the Quorum, that is, two without Temple 
Barre in the Parilh of S. Clement Danes, two without Smithfielde Barres in the Pariſh of S. 
Pulch2es,o2 Clarketonwell, o2 one of them, one in Whitecroſle ſtreete , one in Nozton Folgate, one in 
White Chappell,one in S.Katherines,two in Southwarke,and fo: the City of Weſtminſter, and the 
Liberties thereof,tWwo Butchers to be licenced by the chiefe Officer of that Liberty, and thoſe to bee 
as befoze expꝛeſſed, foꝛ the ſaid Citie and the Liberties, of the poozer ſoꝛt inhabiting in thoſe places, 
and to be licenced without any money,o2 other conſideration to be giuen foꝛ the ſame, and to bee bound 
to obſerue the like Oꝛders in enery reſpect, as thoſe that are to be appointed fo: London and the ſaid 
Clerke of the Market, Officer and Juſtice, there to ſee them, and to ſet the pzices ofthe Uictuall to 
be bttered in thoſe plates. 


That no perſon be permitted to kill oz ſell any Fleſh but to thoſe that are litented, noꝛ in any other 
place then befoꝛe is ſpecified, vpon paine to fozfeit the Fleſh to bee giuen to the pooꝛe in the pꝛiſons, and 
to ſuffer impꝛiſonment. 


That the Conſtables, Churchwardens, and other publique Officers bee authoꝛiſed in London, 
and the Liberties thereof, by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, and by the Juſtices in the Counties of Middleſer and 
Surrey, and the fozenamed Officers in Weſtminſter, to make ſearch, and to ſee that the licenced But- 
chers, noꝛ any other doe kill oꝛ btter any Fleſh, noꝛ doe any thing contrary to thele Oꝛders. 


And foꝛ the better knowledge of the trueth ot diloꝛders in this kind, and redꝛeſſe of the intonneni⸗ 

entes, the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of London and euery other Officer here appointed, ſhall call befoꝛe them, and 

ſend foꝛ any of the ſeruants of any Inholders, Uictuallers, Tauerners, and keepers of oꝛdinary Ta- 

bles, and ſuch other that vtter Uictuals, to examine them vpon their cozpozall Oathes, what Fleſh 

is, oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſeaſon, dꝛeſſed killed, vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, which if they 

-_ — to doe, then to commit to pzilon the laid ſeruants ſo refuſing vpon their oathes to declare 
e trueth.

That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ Himſelfe ſhall graunt no Warrant foꝛ buying of Fleſh in Lent, but to ſuch 
as ſhall haue oꝛ ſhew to him licence in waiting, accoꝛding to the Lawes ofthe Kealme to eate Fleſh, 
and the ſame licence to be viewed and Regiſtred, and Bookes to be kept thereof, to be ſhewed when 
the ſame ſhall be required, vnleſſe it be to Embaſladours and Agents of foꝛraine Pꝛintes. 


That the Loꝛd Maioz ſhall now pꝛeſently befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, cauſe all Jn- 
holders, keepers of P2dinarie Tables, Uictuallers, Alehoule keepers, and Tauernozs within the 
Citie and liberties thereof toappeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint meete foꝛ that 
purpoſe, and ſhall take bonds with ſufficient Suerties ofeuery of them in good ſummes of money, 
viz. one hundꝛed pound the pꝛincipall, and the Suerties thirty pound apeece to his Maieſties vle, not to 
dꝛeſſe any Fleſhin their houſes this Lent time foꝛ any reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it tobe eaten, extept it be foꝛ 
ſome ſuch perſon that lyeth in their houſe, that allo hath licence thꝛough lickneſſe, oꝛ other neceſſary 
cauſe to eate Fleſh. Allo like bonds ſhall be taken of the Poulters,not to vtter any Poultry ware, but 
to ſuch as ſhall be likewile licenſed toeate Fleſh, and that ſuchas will not giue ſuch bonds, that they 
be ſecluded from all vtterance of Uictualls during the Lent ſeaſon, excepting thoſe Poulters that doe 
o2dinarilyſerue his Maieſties houſhold, of whome like bonds ſhall be taken by his Maieſties Offt- 
ters ofthe Greenecloth : the like bonds with Suerties ſhall be taken ofthe like perſons vpon like pe⸗ 
nalties by the chiefe Officer of Weſtminſter, and the liberties thereof, 


And fo2 the Butchers and other that come with Uictualls of fleſh out of the Countrie to the Citie, 
the Lozd Maioz ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates and other like places in the Sub- 
burbs where Fleſh may be bꝛought in, to view and ſearch, and to intercept the ſame. The Carriers 
of the ſaid Uictualls of Fleſhif any (ball be taken, to be guided to the perſons houſes that haue licence, 
and this watch to be continned dayly during the whole time of Lent : And if any of thoſe watchmen 
be found negligent and cozrupt in his charge, then he tobe committed to pziſon, there to continue du- 
ring the whole Lent. And in cale the ſame ſhall be found to be bzought to any perſon not warranted, 
02 licenſed to eate it as is afoꝛeſayd, then the ſame to be foꝛfeited and ſold at the direction of the Loꝛd 
— fo: the ble of the pooꝛe in the Hoſpitalls and Paiſons in the Citie, and the bꝛingers to be impꝛi⸗ 

oned. 


And foꝛ that it is to be doubted that the Fiſhmongers, vpon the obleruation of the ſaid Oꝛders, will 
take occaſion thereby to inhanſe the pzices as well of freſh as of Sea fiſh, it is thought meete that the 
Lo:d Maioꝛ ſhall take oꝛder with the ſayd Fiſhmongers, that as well the ſalt as freſh fiſh ſhall be 
vttered at reaſonable pꝛices. 


That euery of the Butchers to be licenſed as afozeſayd, be bound in a ſufficient bond with good 
Suerties to his Maieſties vſe, to obſerne thele oꝛders in euery reſpect, and theſe bonds to be taken by 
the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, and other the Officers afozeſayd, 


And as thole oꝛders are expꝛeſly deniſed to be executed in the Citie of London, and places neere to 
the ſame: ſo his Maieſties pleaſure and commaundement ts, that the execution of theſe oꝛ like oꝛders 
be perfozmed by the Commaundement of his Maieſties Lieutenants to be ſent to the Juſtices of 
Peace in all Shires within their Rule, and to all other Officers in Townes Cozpozate, oz in any 
Liberties, with like oꝛder foꝛ bonds to be taken to his Mateſties ble.
